Coach Weyman said the team 
played well. He complimented the 
play of setter Janice Louie and 
captain of the team, Jan Ster. “Janice 
had a lot of good dumps against the 
slower team and Jan is the most 
aggressive player on the team 
sometimes too aggressive — bi s4e 
was, and definitely is, the catal 

The first match of the second 
round was against Portland State 
CSUS won the very close match 
22-20, 12-18, 15-11. Coach Colberg 
said, “This was a very important 
match, it showed the girls they could 
win a close one.” 

Carol Hannaford, Audra Espi 
nosa and Tevam Scott each had 12 
kills (spikes that hit the floor without 
being touched) during that match

Capitalizing on eight Hornet 
turnovers, University of the Pacific 
scored 35 first-half points en route to 
a 49-17 victory. 

The contest was billed by some 
CSUS personne! as the Rambo Bowl, 
as the Division II Hornets matched 
their 25 scholarship athletes against 
75 for the Division | UOP Tigers 

“I think we were a little intimi- 
dated by the fact that they were a 
Division I team,” said Mattos. “I 
think when we get in our Division, 
we'll be nails.” 

The miscues and the misery began 
ia the first quarter for the Hornets as 
they committed three turnovers 
within four minutes. The Tigers took 
advantage of CSUS quarterback 
Gregg Knapp’s fumble on the Hornet 
28-yard line, turning it into a six-play 
drive, climaxed by running back

CSUS continued to be plagued 
with errors throughout the half as 
they were slapped with 70 yards in 
penalties, fumbled three times and 
threw four interceptions 

“You can’t have turnovers and a 
poor kicking game and expect to 
come out ahead,” Mattos said. “We 
could have had a great game here 
tonigh: if we hadn't given them those 
points early 

“We got our pride punted a little 
bit, but we'll bounce back. I think 
UOP made us a better football 2am,” 
Mattos said 

The Tigers, also known this year 
as the “Orange Army," received 
much attention about their wishbone 
option offense, yet passed for 204 
yards, | 56 of those coming in the first 
half 


“I think you must be a two- 
dimensional offense to win,” said 
UOP head Coach Bob Cope, who has 
been with UOP since 1982. “I was 
reaily pretty pleased. Our backs ran 
good and | thoughi we threw the ball 
very well. We did get a little sloppy, 
though, in the second haif.” 

Indeed they did. The Tigers 
played far from a flawless game, 
turning the bali over five times and 
being penalized for 72 yards 

Yet UOP's ability io strike quickly 
overcame their mistakes. The Tigers 
needed just two plays before scoring 
on 4 32-yard pass from quarterback 
Hue Jackson to Mark Long early in 
the second quarter. Less than three 
minutes later Jackson hit Gene Tho- 
mas on a 41-yard touchdown pass, 
extending the Tiger lead to 35-0 

Afier being down 42-0, the 
Hornets finally got on the board with 
5:0! remaining in the third quarter, 
Capping a 71-yard drive with a 4-yard 
touchdown pass from Knapp to 
Mario Bobino

Hornet: Continuing with the mass transit issue why

As time goes by even Purple Rain loses its color and 
people living ai the cutting edge of new rock start secking 
different horizons for new sounds. Seekers can satisfy their 
longing with the latest releases from OMD (Orchestral 
Manoeuvres in the Dark) and The Blue Nile, two bands 
coming up strong. 

in the early ‘80s a group named OMD, with founders 
Andy McCluskey (vocals, bass, keyboards) and Paul 
Humphreys (keyboards, vocals), surprised critics by 
storming the United Kingdom with a mixture of electronic 
tape experiments, a breathing acoustic drummer and an 
absolute computer generated rhythm. Later they moved 
on to highly polished synthesizer pop and became one of 
the most successful bands of Electro Pop.

On their second A&M records release, “Crush,” 
OMD emphasizes their aim to produce more “human” 
music through (he inventive use of synthesizers and 
technology. McCluskey, Humphreys and other full-time 
members abandon their highly polished synthesizer sound 
of early LPs and prove themselves capable of far more 
creative, dance-based styles not beholden to any one type 
of technology. “So in Love,” “Secret,” and “The Native 
Daughters of the Golden West” are absolute ace-tracks 
OMD mixes a powerful, naturalistic sound mainly 
through two new electronic instruments (Fairlight CMIs 
and Emulators) which sample actual acoustic sounds 
before re-reproducing them digitally to give “Crush” a 
more natural sound 

In general, the songs on “Crush” have warm, 
approachable melodies. There are exceptions of course,

like ‘88 Seconds,’ a purposely under-produced song about 
the Ku Klux Klan’s daylight shooting of several civilians in 
Gainsboro, North Carolina. Producer Stephen Hague 
managed to smooth off the rough edges of McCluskey’s 
and Humphey’s ideas without detracting from the basic 
character of the song. Because of that some of the tracks 
are easier to listen to even for people who mighi not be 
used to their style. 

OMD keeps changing, but McCluskey and Humphreys 
have never abandoned the intelligence or ineffable pop 
sensibility that makes any style they attempt. “It doesn’t 
really matter what a sound is made with,” McCluskey 
said. “If a song works. it works, and it doesn’t matter if 
you've done it electronically or acoustically.” Right ‘Mac’

Among the finest debut albums released onto the U.S. 
market this year is “A Walk Across the Rooftops” by the 
young Scottish band, The Blue Nile (an album thai was 
actually recorded and released in Europe in 1983). 


What makes “A Walk Across the Rooftops” so 
interesting is the fact that The Blue Nile’s music is not 
controlled by commercial interests but by the simple desire 
to create new forms of rock and to interpret them. 


Paul Buchanan, Robert Bell, and Paui Moore, The 
Blue Nile founders, first met at Glasgow University where 
they started playing together without the real design to 
pursue music as a career. But after this first fantastic album, 
it seems they will have to change there plans for good. 


Even though the album may not rise to overnight 
success, it is a complex, personal album that leaves no 
doubi as to the talents of Buchanan, Bell, and Moore. The 
songs are all excellent, full of imaginative pictures. Buchanan 
sings them all with passion, expressiveness and a touch of 
weary melancholy over inventive, modern synthesizer 
arrangements. “Heatwave” and “Stay” have smash hit 
character. 


Based on an apparently repeating synthesizer rhythm, 
Buchanan, Bell and Moore nig up new, spacious sound 
elements and rhythmic diversions all carried by Bucha- 
nan’s exciting voice that moves the listener 


The Blue Niie is a complex band. Buchanan handles all 
the vocals but aside from that, none of The Blue Niles have 
a set role. Between them they play guitar, bass, piano, 
keyboards and percussion. On “A Walk Across the 
Rooftops” they are joined by Nigel Thomas, a member of 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra, on drums, and 
Calum Malcolm on occasional keyboards. 

Two bands, two new albums and music seekers can 
walk in sunshine again.

Whovian fever has taken Sacra- 
mento by surprise. Originating not in 
some obscure part of the tropics but in 
Merry Old England, this infectious 
condition has caused thousands in the 
Sacramento area to don lengthy 
multi-colored scarves and become 
transfixed to their TV sets for two- 
and-a-half hours every Saturday 
night. 





Against all odds, “Doctor Who” 
has succeeded in Sacramento, raising 
nearly $20,000, for KVIE Channel 
6, which airs the show 


But who, or what, is “Doctor 
Who”? To begin with, it’s the longest- 
running science fiction show in the 
world (if not the galaxy). The good 
Doctor began bumming around the 
universe in November, 1963, before 
many of his fans today were even 
born. Twenty-two years later, even 
the Briush Broadcasting Corporation, 
which produces the program, finds 
itself unable to kill “Doctor Who”, it 
has become an institution in Britain 
and has accumulated a cult following 
almost everywhere else 


The special effects are dreadtul, 
the performers couldn't act their way 
out of paper bags and the monsters 
look suspiciously like men in furry 
suits, but the show has its own unique 
charm. For example, the Doctor's 
spaceship the TARDIS, is shaped like 
a battered police call box (a type of 
phone booth that has been obsolete in 
England for at least fifteen years). The 
Doctor himself can change his pbyst- 
cal appearance, this transformation 
having taken place five times and, 
curiously enough, coinciding with the 
departure of the leading actor. The

Last spring, student voters decided 
they wanted a change in bow their 
Student government is run. Velma 
Hall and the supposed “Students for 
Action (S/ A)” slate swept the major- 
ity of the Senate seats and th 
executive branch 

“Students for Inaction - Students 
for Themselves.” cam. more ade- 
quately describe the officers who are 
now in charge of Associated Students 
Inc., the student government of 
CSUS 

A promise was also made t 
upgrade the intramurals program and 
boost sports club funding. Instead of 
increasing the funding, Hail’s group 
cut the allocation. This action will 
result in the reduction of the program 
through cuts in the number of !eagues 
available for teams to play in. Many 
students who now play. and who 
want to play intramural sports such as 
football, basketball, softball and 
volleyball will be denied the 


tunity 
Sports in particular did not do 


well in financial allocation from the 
S/A slate. Mountain Wolf Sports, the 
CSUS Aquatic Center and the sports 
clubs did not receive funding from 
ASI. The effect this will have on 
sports clubs will not be fully felt until 
after the grant proposal before the 
Hornet Foundation is decided. But 
unless the Hornet Foundation dou- 
bles last year’s funding (which seems 
unlikely), serious cuts wil have to be 
made. Some of these cuts include 
eliminating some clubs. A good sports 
program is a way of improving a 
school’s image. By their actions, the 
Hall administration does not seem too 
interested in upgrading CSUS' image 

Salaries were also a big campaign 
issue. Hall felt students should not get 
paid for student government positions 
yet, currently, ASI executives receive 
$250 a month. If none of the four 
executive officers claimed a stipend,

the deficit-ridden ASI would save 
$12,000 a year. Somewhere on the 
way to the executive suite, Hall and 
company forgot their promise. ASI 
President Velma Hall, Senate Chair 
Geeta Bidasha and Financial Vice 
President Tom Aivarez all picked up 
their checks. Only Executive V.P 
George Knight had the integrity not 
to pick up bis check. It is interesting to 
note that-Hali.was being paid by the 
Women’s Resource Center (WRC) 
as its director at the same time 


Meanwhile, the WRC has also 
benefited from Hall's victory. In- 
cluded in the 1985-86 budget is a 
$17,000 allocation to the WRC. This 
is in Spste of the fact that ASI has a 
contract with WRC for $13,200. Is it 
pure coincidence that the WRC 
received an extra $3,300? The fact that 
the WRC benefited from Hall's 
presidency 1s clear to many, but not to 
the University administration, which 
sees no conflict of interest 


Last year the Activities Finance 
Council (AFC) allocated almost 
$25,000 to over 43 student groups 
This year only $6,000 will be allo- 
cated because six senators and the 
Financial VP. decided to allocate 
nearly 60 percent of the money 
available to only seven clubs. Geeta 
Bidasha. Marbella Sala, Barry Brewer, 
Delmar Stevens, Thabiti Yahya, 
Carol Mitchell and Tom Alvarez 
participated in denying student clubs 
of CSUS the opportunity to receive 
furding. Well, they didn’t completely 
eliminate funding If only 43 estab- 
lished clubs request funding, each 
club will receive $139.53. Now, do 
you think your best interests as 
students are being served? 

Finally, as if you needed any more 
proof your student leaders would 
rather serve themselves and their 
friends than students at large, one 
need only look at the ASI government 
oilice on the third floor of the Union
